Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 5/7/02 has been 
considered by the examiner.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 



Applicant's admitted prior art Figure 1 discloses a soft-start system for electrical 



resistor 110 connected a second bus 182 of the DC link, wherein the resistor and. 
capacitor are connected in series; a switching device 120 connected in parallel with the 
resistor; and a triggering circuit 140 for measuring a DC voltage on the DC link and 
activating the switching device to short circuit the resistor, a rectifier 160 that receives 
AC power from a source and converts the AC power into DC power in the DC link, the 
first DC bus and second DC bus are coupled to an inverter 170. 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Peron discloses a method and device for limiting the current 
surge in a capacitor associated with a rectifier. Turner discloses a current limiter. Ito et 
al. disclose a switching power supply apparatus.
